It is a gene¬ 
ral rule of tbe common taw, not founded on a D y judicial 
■ecision or statute provision, but so universally received 
3 to have grown into a maxim, that a delegated authority 
j one does not authorize him to delegate it to another. 
Delegala potestas non potest delegari" (Broom’s Law 
Maxims, second edition, 66o). This grows out of the 
oature of the subject. A special authority is in the 
nature of a trust. It implies confidence ^ ability 
skill or discretion of tbe party entrusted. _ Ihe author of 
such a power may extend it if he will, as is done in ordi- 
nary powers of attorney, giving power to one, or his sub¬ 
stitute or substitutes, to do the acts authorized. But 
when it is not so extended, it is limited to the person 
named. The counsel for the respondent asked what] 
authority there is for limiting such warrant to the person 
named; it rather belongs to those who wish to justify 
under snob delegated power to show jadicial authority for 
the extension. On the special ground that this respon¬ 
dent had no legal authority to detain the petitioner in bis 
custody, the order of the Court is that the said Sanborn

MR. SANBORN’S WELCOME HOME. 

Correspondence of The Boston Courier. 

Concord, April 5,1860. 

After the trying scenes and hair-breadth escapes 
through which Mr. F. B. Sanborn passed on Tuesday even¬ 
ing and the day following, the appreciation of his fellow- 
citizens. as manifested at the meeting in _ this town on 
Wednesday evening, must have been to him peculiarly 
affecting. 

This meeting was called to order by Mr. Bowers, and 
Dr. Josiah Bartlett was chosen to preside. _ Mr. Sanborn 
wa 3 introduced with his manacles and received immense 
applause. He said that he had learned from this event 
increasing hatred to slavery, under whatever guise it 
appeared or whoever supported it. Rev. Mr. Reynolds, 
Messrs. Thoreau, A. G. Fay, Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
Henry Warren, E. W. Bull, and Rev. Thomas Wentworth 
Higgiuson, addressed the meeting at considerable 
length.

FURTHER STATEMENTS BY MR. SANBORN. 

rMr Sanborn bas communicated a more detailed account of the 
afthir to The Trilmne, in which he says :J , 

My impression is that a conspiracy was formed in the 
Marshal’s office at Boston, to which my kidnappers and 
some others were partners, and that the motives for my 
seizure were two-fold—a wish to serve tbe despotism of 
the Slave Power and to divide among a half-dozen con¬ 
federates the fees for my arrest and transportation to 
Washington. My reasons for this belief are these : The 
warrant in the ruffians’ hands bears date the 16th of Feb¬ 
ruary ; ever since which time Holbrook end two or three 
other men of his kidney, living here, have intimated that 
I was to be seized by some persons in Boston, to whom I 
have reason to believe Holbrook communicated all he 
knew of my habits and mode of life, which he might 
easily do, being a near neighbor, and passing my house 
every day on bis way to the cars, which take him to his 
custom-house duties in Boston. On Friday, the 16th of 
March, the fellow Carlton was hanging about the Post- 
Offiee, aud viewing my house and premises, though then 
his name was unknown to me or my neighbors, and, as he 
asserts, to the postmaster. On another day, as I believe, 
the same fellow was seen by myself, walking past my 
house aud eyeing me and the premises, though at that 
time I had no knowledge of his name or business. 

On the night of the kidnapping, there is good evidence | 
to show that some of the ruffiaus were concealed in an 
old barn near my house, and that Holbrook was there 
with them. I cannot vouch for this, and should be sorry 
to do injustice to any man ; but my fixed belief is that 
this last statement is true. All these facts go to show a 
conspiracy to seize me at a favorable time, which they 
supposed they had chosen. The fees for my arrest, if 
delivered in Washington, I am told would have been $400 
or $500, and perhaps much more ; a sufficient inducement ] 
to most of my kidnappers, who were mostly bailiffs and 
discharged policemen, so far as I can learn. 

Thev prowled about my house for more than an hour, 
while I was making calls about the village, and, as l am 
informed, had their carriage stationed in a place where 
it would not excite attention.

Thebe certainly must be a moral as well as a meteoro- j 
logical affinity ’between witches and weather. Indeed, 
there always was. It was not in clear calm nights, still 
less in bright summer days, that the hearts of onr ances¬ 
tors failed them for fear of thecantrip3 of those ill-favored 
sweethearts of Satan. It was when the night had gatberd 
in, and the clouds lowered, and the thunder began to 
growl in the distance, that all their faith in the anteliminary 
horseshoe was summoned to sustain their drooping souls.

Notwithstanding these vestiary 
variations, their whole demeanor and proceedings show

THE WAR AGAINST DR. CHEEVER. 

Odr readers were informed a fortnight ago of the I 
attempt on the part of Dr. Cheever’a enemies to set aside 
the officially declared and lecorded result of the late elec¬ 
tion of Trustees, and to foist into the Board two of their j 
own tools, and thus secure a majority. The inspectors of I 
the election, after declaring the three candidates voted tori 
by Dr. Cheever’s friends to be chosen, were induced by 
L parte allegations, tramped up for the occasion (allega¬ 
tions that some of the voters on Dr. Cheever’s side 
not legally qualified), to refuse the usual certificate ■ 
two of the gentlemen thus elected, and to certify, in direct 
contradiction of the record, that two of Dr. Cheever’s 
opponents were entitled to seats in the Board, and that 
there was one vacancy resnltiag from a tie in the votes 
cast for Dr. Hartt (friend of Dr. Cheever) and the third 
man on the anti-Cheever ticket. Aud the men referred 
to (Messrs. Harvey and Tompkins) were brazen enough 
to attempt to take the seats which the records of the 
Society declared to belong to others. 

The time appointed for the first meeting of the new 

oard was Saturday evening last. About half an hour 
before the meeting, the two bogus Trustees were surprised 
by the service upon them of au injuuction, issued by a 
competent Court and procured by Edward Gilbert, Erq., 
the attorney of Messrs. Hall and Hartt, forbidding them 
(the bogus Trustees, Harvey and Tompkins) from exer¬ 
cising the functions they had intended to usurp. The 
enemies of Dr. Cheever were confounded, or, as Choate 
would say, “ flabbergastered.” Mr. Abernethy, former 
President of the Board (au enemy of Dr. Cheever whose 
term has not yet expired), claimed the right to call the 
meeting to order. This right was disputed by Messrs. 
Berry, Hartt and others, on the ground that it r 
tomary for the Clerk of the old Board to call the 
to order and preside until the eleotion of President. Mr. 
Abernethy persisted in acting, and at length sent Mr. 
Tompkins for the police. Two officers came, bat were 
informed by those friendly to Dr. Cheever that they were 
not wanted. At length Mr. Chester moved to adjourn. 
Mr. Abernethy put the vote amidst great confusion and 
opposition, and deolared it carried ; all the while vocife¬ 
rating to Messrs. Hartt, Whiting and Hall that he did not 
them as members of the Board. Mr. Abernethy 
and his party then ran oat, leaving Messrs. Fairbank, 
Berry, Hartt, Hall and Whiting, a quorum, in possession 
of the'room, where they remained till about ten o’clock, 
electing the officers, appointing the committees 

A suit was commenced by Mr. Gilbert in behalf of ] 
Messrs. Hartt, Hall and Whiting against Messrs. White 
and Smith, Inspectors, and Harvey and Tompkins, pre¬ 
tended Trustees, in conueotiou with the injunction order, 
in which damages are laid at $5,000. 

It is loudly professed by Mr. Abernethy and his party 
that they do not oppose Dr. Cheever on account of his 
anti-slavery. It is worthy of note here, as showing the 
hypocri-y of this pretence, that, a day or two previous 
to the Union Anti-Slavery Prayer Meeting, held at the 
Church of the Puritans on Monday evening last, Mr. 
Abernethy, as President of the Board of Trustees, noti¬ 
fied the sexton that the church must not be opened for 
any bui, the regular Church meetings. As the anti¬ 
slavery prayer meeting is the only one that has been or 
is likely to be held out of the regular order, the prohibi¬ 
tion was, of course, aimed at that. Mr. Fairbank, how¬ 
ever the President of the new Board, promptly counter¬ 
manded tbe order, and directed the sexton to open the 
room for the anti-slavery prayer meeting. It may also 
be remarked, as a further confirmation, that the 
Mr Allen, a member of tbe old Board, whose term of I 
office expired this year, a friend of Mr. Abernethy and

MR. BEECHER REBUKING TBE TRUSTEES OF I 
BIS CHURCH. 

Our readers have been informed of the disgracefol Tact 
that the Trustees of Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, refused 
to open their bouse for the delivery of Wendell Phil¬ 
lips’s “ Plea for the Dissolution of the Union,” and that, 
too, under circumstances exceedingly embarrassing to the 
applicants and that seemed likely to prevent Mr. Phillips 
from gaining a hearing in the city at all. The refusal 
excited both astonishment and indignation in the minds 
not a few of Mr. Beecher’s congregation, and, following 
„ it did almost immediately after his attempt to bolster 
np tbe American Board of Missions, it was very naturally 
regarded by many as the fruit of his suddenly developed 
conservatism—the effect upon the pews of a change of 
tone and policy in the pnlpit. Such indeed was onr own 
conviction ; and we believe now that the Trustees of 
Plymouth Church would never have shut their doors 
against Mr. Phillips if they had not believed that, in e 
doing, they would be acting in the spirit of Mr. Beecher’ 
recent utterances upon the slavery question. But tbeir 
inference, however natural and legitimate in view of what 
he had lately said-and done, was still unjust to his feelings 
and intentions. If he took a baokward step, he did not 
mean to lead his society into a position so inconsistent 
*Dd disgraceful as that in which it was placed by the 

Trustees_a position which, while it disappointed and 

pained the friends of freedom, called forth shoots of exul¬ 
tation in the pro slavery camp. In his sermon, on Sunday 
evening last—the subject being Courage— Mr. Beecher 
took occasion to declare his views in very emphatic 
terms, as follows: 

“ When I was away from home, recently, I turned 
ruby red with shame to find in a newspaper what I sup¬ 
posed was an ignominious slander, but which proved to 
be an ignominious truth—namely, that this church had 
been refused to Wendell Phillips, for the delivery of bis 
address on 1 The Destruction of the Union.’ If the church 
had not been accustomed to be let freely for concerts, and 
lectures, and the like, pending the construction of a new 
church, the case would have been different, and it might 
have been prudent not to let it on the occasion in ques¬ 
tion ; but when it was in the market to be let to all 
respectable causes and persons, for one hundred dollars 

nigbt_which is the fee—to deny it to him beoause he ws 

advocating an unpopular doctrine, and because it was 
feared that his using it would have an injurious effect on 
the raising of money for the new church, was shameful in 
the extreme. When I read it, I colored till I felt my 
blushes in my boots! I was ashamed through and through ' 

I said to myself, ‘ Thirteen years of ministration among 
people, resulting, in the thirteenth year, only in a coward¬ 
ice that makes them afraid to let a man stand in my place 
and speak what they do not believe, what they fear will 
have an unfavorable effect on the church, or what will 
have an unfavorable effect on me! ’ 

« There is not a more moral or upright man, or a mor 
perfect gentleman and soholar, in the Union 1 Though 
do not accept his philosophy, or the application of it, I 
am proud to own that Wendell Phillips is my personal 
friend. I have the greatest admiration for the man. He 
has that which is brighter than any gem ever worn in a 
kingly crown, namely : moral courage to proclaim, and 
perseverance to advocate, what he thinks to be 
matter what opposition he may encounter. 

I will toll yon OM fcUiug . If you expect by any 
such prudent course as that to get money to build 
church, I do not want it; I do not want a oburch that ii 
built at the price of making men hold their tongues. 

“ I see it is reported that of late I have been growing 
moderate; but the old feeling is in me yet I I am as 
warmly in favor of free speeoh as I ever was. I will have 
it myself; I will contend for it for others ; and I will 
rebuke that cowardice which ia afraid to let a man speak 
freely. Manliness requires that you should allow open | 
speech. It you want to meet it, meet it by counter 
speech. 

“ Now, you know very well that while I speak with 
great severity and emphasis, I do not speak with hatred 
or anger, but beoause I abhor cowardice—and most in 1 
those that I love. I did not suppose I had brought up a 
church or a congregation to sin in that way. 

« One thing I am perfectly settled about, and that is 
this :'l myself shall be free, and every one who has any¬ 
thing to do with me shall be free also, if I can help him 
to be so. And if, in the augmentation of our ehurob, you 
mean that there shall be circumscription of the liberty of 
speech, you will not have my cooperation in the putting 
np of a single brick. You may say that this will stand 
in the way of building. Then let It! I do not care for a 
building that goeB up on that foundation. It would be 
like an old temple of Egypt—great and grand in outward 
form, but full of dead dust inside. No : nothing is of any 
worth that does not carry with it the vitality of the liberty 
of the Bonsof God in the expression of honest convictions. 
So much for that! ” 

In the same discourse, Mr. Beecher, speaking of courage 
among business men, made the following observations: 

«I have been a silent spectator—I think I have said 
little about it—of tbe desperate effort which has lately 
been made to get up another merchant fever. How many 
have been ashamed to honestly admit themselves to be 
Anti-Slavery men, Abolitionists 1 How many that drank 
the drop of Liberty with their mother’s milk have, 
from an ignominious fear, been attempting to enrry favor 
with the South! These men are fit only to be east out, 
id to be trodden underfoot! They are salt without 
savor. They have lost function, in losing manhood. Do 
you suppose there could be pinned np in hell 
exquisite roll of infernal honor than that exhibited by 
those men—I think there were some twelve hundred of 
them—who signed a petition asking the Legislature to 
permit Southern slaveholders to bring their slaves into 
this State, for fear they should not be thought to be 
sound in favor of slavery—for fear they should lose cus¬ 
tom and reputation t I do not know but what they will 
save their reputation ; but as to saving their souls, I am 
afraid there is not much to save in that direction! If 
there is, then there is a doctrine of infinitesimals that is 
beyond any comprehension of mine. What dastards, 
what contemptible things wearing tbe form of men, must 
they be, who, outvieing Judas, make baste to sell their 
principles and their Master, without the pretence of any 
other temptation than that of saving a little pelf—and 
that, too, when they were rich enough to retire long ago ■' 
But it is comforting to think that there is some use in the 
worst of things! When things have become corrupted, 
they are, at any rate, good for manure ; and let us hope 
that out of this reeking filth a more lnxoriant harvest of 
virtue may spring up 1

The entire 
uioo has been its andience, as witness Its echoinga back 
f,om remotest hill-top and valley. Its grand utterances 
‘ bgen repeated on the floor of Congress, and resolu¬ 
tion presented in that august legislative assemblage for 
tbs suppression of such “ incendiary ” meetings and Con¬ 
ventions in the free States. Its electric flash has startled 
the Argus-eyed monster of the plantations of Louisiana, 
Georgia and the Carolinas, and provoked the bitter scleen 
of Slavery’s myrmidon hosts throughout the entire 
North. Its terrible bat just rebukes of Republicanism 
,od Sewardiem have caused the hearts of their champions 
to quake with fear as mighty as was that of Belshazzar 
when the prophet Daniel interpreted the band-writing 
the wall. 

The listening everywhere has been attentive and 
earnest. There is, in the hearts of the men and the 
women who have the moral courage, the heroism 
attend our meetings, a strong desire to do something to 
rid the country of slavery. And though, 

Inquiry, " What shall we do?” is answered, as it only j 
can be, “ G>, pat away yonr allegiance to this slavchold- 
log Government and Uaion; refuse to swear to keep 
inviolate the wicked compact between the free 
ilarc States ; vote for no man and with no party except 
< Freedom National and Slavery Nowhere ’ shall be 
Inscribed on the banner ; be separated from all the popu¬ 
lar Churches which fellowship the slaveholder as a Chris¬ 
tian ; cease to give your influence, your votes or your 
money for the support of a pro-slavery Government 
Church ” j very many of them, like the young man 
old, “ turn away sorrowful,” the sacrifice being greater 
thin they can bear; still, none of them can ever settle 
back into their creeds and politics with the same easy 
unconsciousness of the wrongfuluess of their positions. 

The trouble with genuine Auti-Slavery, genuine Reli¬ 
gion, is that it costs too much. It is only here and there a 
minora woman that will do other than “ torn away sor¬ 
rowful ” when the voice comes to his or her soul, “ Go 
and sell that thou bast and give to the poor ” slave. The 
multitude, now as of old, seek to climb up some other 
easier way—and, alas! now as then, to fail. 

Of the monied value of this anti-slavery work, I 
more exactly speak; and I would ask the anti-slavery 
friends of our State to note particularly the figure facts 
which it presents. 

The amount or receipts by Messrs. Robinson and Powell 
to January 1st I cannot give ; bat this I know, they did 
not equal travelling and inoidental expenses. Mr. Pills-1 
bury's Sunday evening lectures in Rochester failed to 
pay Incidental expenses to the amount of forty dollars. 
From January 1st to April 1st, the expenses of advertis¬ 
ing, handbills and rent of balls, for the nineteen Conven¬ 
tions and Mr. Pillsbury’s thirteen lectures, were $450. 
The travelling expenses of the four speakers, jndging 
from the amount of my own, were about $200, making in 
»U $650. To meet this, the amount raised by door fees 
uts $209, by individual contributions $216, making in 
all $425, leaving $225 debt; then, counting to each of the 
workers the wages of an ordinary mechanic—$2 per day 
—their services would amount to $816; swelling the 
entire indebtedness to $1,041. To meet an outlay of 
*1,466 in the Empire State, the professed friends of free¬ 
dom within its proud domaiu contributed of their abun¬ 
dant wealth the vast sum of two .hundred and sixteen 
dollars, which, added to the $209 by door fees, leaves it 
to Massachusetts munificence to pay the balance of the bill 
—oae thousand and forty-one dollars. And what is true 
°f this winter’s work is equally so of the two previoos 
anti-slavery campaigns, the financial agency of which 
has been delegated to me ; also of the Woman’s Rights 
work done in New York the past year. 

Think of it, men and women of New York! the Em- 
eire State—E mpire not only in territory, but in agricul¬ 
ture, commerce, wealth, education, political influence— 
aver indebted to the Old Bat State, with her soil reputed 
too aterile to grow anything save noble men and women! 
*®®ly> there is great need of the word that shall rouse 
the friends of the slave in onr State to open their purses to 
the support of the gospel they profess to believe. Sup- 
P 056 there are only one hundred families ia the entire 
State who really believe in the distinctive principles of 
t^® Disunion Abolitionists, and then suppose eaoh of 
Ul0 * e families to contribute to the anti-slavery enterprise 
the sum of fifty dollars a year, which would be

A meeting of more than nsnal interest was held in this 
city last evening, in the Hamilton street Methodist Chnrch, 
to respond to an Address to the Citizens of Albany from 
the people of Hayti, congratulating them npon the one 
hundred guns and other demonstrations here, on the 24 
of December, commemorative of the martyrdom of John 

The following is the Address from the people of Haylt: 

CmzBis of Albany : The cannon yon fired to comme¬ 
morate the death of John Brown has reechoed in the 
hearts of Haytians and of the strangers of onr land, and 
reverberates through onr fields and cities. Yonr energetic 
protest against an act of barbarity does yon the greatest 
honor, as it evidently proves that there exist in the 
American Repnblic e nrageon? men devoted to the holy 
ctnse of freedom of the blacks. Receive, then, the sin¬ 
cere thanks of the citizens of the Repnblic of Hayti, a 
Republic that Us enemies on another continent represent 

always in rnio. Albanians, the Haytians are without 
prejudice ; they receive wilhont hesitation all who come 
to join them. It is by our conduct, and by that alone, 
that yon can find arguments capable of refuting the 
assertions of those enemies of humanity who decry us. 

Mr.- Smith presided, aud the Rav. Mr. Miller, of 

the Hamilton street Baptist Church, was chosen secretary. 
Speeches of an earnest, elcquent ana highly appropriate 
character were made by Parker Pillsbury, Aaron M. 
Powell, the Rev. Mr. Miller and others. Of these 
so timely and sc well received, I would most 
gladly furnish yon a report, or synopsis, but am nnable, 
in this connection, to do so. 

The following Address to the People of Hayti was 

aanimonsly and most heartily adopted, to be forwarded 
by the Secretary to The Lt Progress of Hayti, for publi¬ 
cation : 

To the People of Hayti : Your address has been read 
by the people of Albany. Its words are eloquent—US 
sentiments are true. John Brown etill livee in onr hearts. 
His spirit animates our souls. The day of his death will 
long be remembered. It was a gloomy hour io Albany 
when the solemn echoes of the minute guns, reverberating 
among onr adjacent hills, announced that the spirit of | 
s winging ite way to God. The snn refused 
ebine, and the clouds dropped tears of sympathy for the 
fate of the sainted martyr. The people assembled in the 
churches to express their sorrow, and the streets were 
vocal with the cry of “ Give me liberty or give 
death.” Oar rich men and our poor men, those in high 
public statiou aud those in humble life, joined solemnly 
but heartily In the demonstrations of respect for the 
noble lire that was going out on the gallows in Virginia. 

This is the capital city of the greatest State in Ame¬ 
rica. Here the first Congress of the Colonies met in 
devotion to Liberty. It was fitting that this ancient city 
should take notice of an event: so significant as that of 
the death of John Brown—a martyr to the 
which onr fathers suffered so much. 

We rejoice that the fires of Liberty burn so brightly 
on yonr beautiful island. We hear with unfeigned plea¬ 
sure of your prosperity and steady progress In improve¬ 
ment and civilization. Humanity is one. We need yoar 
sympathies. The enemies of Freedom in our country 
strongly entrenched, and the battle for freedom we know 
will be long, bat not uncertain. 

Free citizens of Hayti! accept onr hearty 
your remembrance of the widows and the fatherless. 
Remember also those In bonds, and the spirit of the great 
Hero we unitedly commemorate shall watch over yon.

Since the date of my last- letter, we have had another 
exhibition of the infernal character of slavery, npon the 
floors of Congress. As the ontbursting lava of Vesuvius 
gives us an idea of the boiling, 1 seething, fiery ru»M just 
beneath the earth’s crust, so these eruptions of the hellish 
passions engendered by slavery give ns an idea of the 
character of the “ institution,” or, as Mr. Lovejoy termed 

, “ the practice, not the institution of slavery.” 

Let me-give yon the Democratic acconnt of this “ out¬ 
rage »_X refer, of course, to the attacks npon Mr. Love- 
I joy, last Thursday, during the delivery of an anti slavery 
speech in the House of Representative’—and for that 
purpose I will quote from The Evening Star's report, The 
Star being, as yon are aware, one of the tools of I his 
Administration, in this city. Let ns see its report, which 
will, of coarse, be as favorable as possible to the slave¬ 
holder, for its editor is one, mid as harsh S3 possible 
against Mr. Lovejoy. It says :

Truly it may be said of her that she lived to do good. 
The stranger who visited her home, and saw bow pleasant 
she made it by her kindness and hospitality, only saw 
what they who lived with her enjoyed every day of their 
lives, year after year; for her pleasant words and genial 
smiles were the genuine oatpouring of a benevolent heart 
amiable disposition, and it was the vocation of her 
daily life to render those around her happy. 

In her, benevolence was both an impulse and a princi¬ 
ple. There seemed not to exist in her character one 
speck of selfishness. Incapable of little envies or 
jealousies, she warmly rejoiced in the prosperity and sne- 
of her neighbor; and to her, every one was in some 
e her neighbor. Her nature was equally adapted to 
participate in their sorrow as in their joy; and if she 
eould augment tbe one, or alleviate the other, by any 
effort within her power, untiringly were her labors of 
love put forth. Tbe little comforts, the little couveuien- 
of those around her were, more than her own 
object of her thoughtful care. Few, by their own uniform 
cheerfulness, diffused so much cheerfulness aronnd them ;

A WORD FROM NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Io the Editor of Tke Anti-Slavery Standard, New York. 

Merrimack County, N. H., March 22,1860. 

It ia many mouths since I have written to The Standard 
relating to the aspects of the Anti-Slavery cause in the 
Granite State, and I have not much to say now.

At every convenient 
point, and especially when he uttered a severe sentence, 
he was interrupted with such exclamations as tbe follow¬ 
ing : “You d-d nigger thief,” “ You liar,” “ You 

inferior to the meanest negro,” “ You are a scoundrel,” 
etc. These interruptions were bold aud loud; and ] 
if the House had any spirit or sense of shame, it would 
expel the members guilty of this infamous conduct. I 
Mr. Lovejoy is well satisfied, however. He cares just 
nothing at all for the miserable blackguardism of 
Southern opponents, and he did succeed iu delivering 
the bitter end ” one of the moet scathing aud denuncia¬ 
tory speeches agaiuBt slavery ever prepared. 

The House has passed the Nelson Polygamy bill, thus 
supporting the Republican doctrine of the duty of Con¬ 
gress to suppress crime in the Territories, aud establishing I 
precedent for the overthrow of slavery in the Territo- 
ies and the District of Columbia. Popular Sovereignty 
got but little support iu the House, nor will it 
any countenance in the Senate except from Messrs. 
Douglas and Pagb. 

Bat notwithstanding this fact, Mr. Douglas gains 
gronnd for the Charleston nomination with great rapidity. 
The Connecticut election has very much frightened the 
Southern Democrats, and more especially the Adminis¬ 
tration Democrats in the free States. Stsotes of the 
enemies of Mr. Douglas a month ago have since come 
over to his support, aud his chances now are quite respect- ] 
able for the nomination. 

The elections iu Connecticut aud Rhode Island have 
injured Mr. Seward’s prospects among the Washington 
politicians, but they are not the people. It is evident, 
ever, that the loss of Rhode Island and the close vo 
Connecticut have alarmed the Republicans here, and they 
talk of concessions to the conservatives by taking up 
Bates or McLean, which indicates the want of coura 
among the Republicans, or a lack of confidence iu t 
result of the election were Seward taken up.
